complained of Joubert's slowness and 
caution. Botha practically replaced him 
some time ago. 


President Kruger himself, however, is 


likely to assume command. 
Though 


not a military tactician, "Oom" Paul has 
always been a fighting man. His going 
to the front is sure to evoke intense en- 
thusiasm among the burghers. Another 
report is that Colonel £>e Villeboia 
Mareuil has been appointed commander 
on tbe foreign legion operating in the 
•Orange Free State.

TREMENDOUS TASK 


OF TAKING CENSUS 


Actuary of the Treasury Estimates the 


Population of the U. S. at About 


74,000,000. 


Washington, March 29—June 1, 1900, 


the tremendous task of taking the na 
tional census commences. In the cities 
the work of enumeration must be com- 
pleted within two weeks after that dato. 
In the coutties and remote areas of 
population four weeks will be allowed. 


Director Merriam is a keen, progres- 


sive business man of Minnesota. 
He 


believes and has so instructed the subor- 
dinates throughout the United States 
that the enumeration may cost less in 
1900 than it did in 1890. and that the 
totals of population may be ascertained 
much earlier than they were ten years 
ago. 


He wishes that the census taking shall 


be a business undertaking, and for this 
reason many of the cumbersome scienti- 
fic features of 1890 
will ba dropped. 


Enumerators will not inquire as to the 
prevalence of scrofulous diseases, nor 
bubonic complaints, nor as to insanity, 
nor as to past penitentiary records and 
the like. 


The census of 1790. thirteen years bo- 


fore the Louisiana purchase and but 
three years after the acquisition of the 
Northwest territory, cost a little more 
than 852,000, while that of 1900 will 
aggregate at least 810,000,000, or over a 
million dollars less than the one in 1890. 
But.tho population of 
179U was not 


quite 4,000.000. and that of this last 
year of the nineteenth century is at 
least 75,000,000. 


The actuary of the treasury estimated 


on July 1, 1898, that the population of 
the Dnited States at that date was 74,- 
389,000. 
On the basis of the accuracy 


of that compilation and the normal in- 
crease" in population since then.it should 
be returned next summer at about 76,- 
000,000. The minimum estimate is 75,- 
000,000 and the maxim-urn 78,000,000. 


The average increase of population bv 


decades since 1790 has been 28 per cent. 
If this average has been maintained be- 
1890 and 1900 the total population June 
1 will be greater than 79,000,000. But 
the Washington experts contend that 
this average has not been maintained 
and that the average in proportion to the 
whole population of today is not as 
great as it was up to ten years ago. The 
census bureau does not pretend to pre- 
dict the outcome. 
It will deal only with 


facts.

mittee ot the reichstag Wednesday de-

the navy bill, the discussion 


turning chiefly on the relations be- 
tween Germany and Great Britain, 
which, it Is supposed, was also the 
subject of confidential communications 
•which Foreign Minister von Buelow 
made to the committee Tuesday. Herr 
Bebel, the social democratic leader. 
contended that the bill was 
chief';. 


aimed at Great Britain, and he arguec1. 
against Germany trying to rival' that 
country as a naval power. In this con- 
tention he was supported 
by Herr 


Riehter, 
the 
radical 
leader, 
while ' 


Count Werniguode, speaking for the 
conservatives, supported the measure 
without reserve. Premier von Buelow 
pointed to the American naval policy 
as the kaiser's best precedent and jus- 
tification, and insisted that there was 
no thought of antagonizing England. 
Herr von Buelow reaffirmed that the 
bill was merely aimed at the mainte- 
nance of the peace and dignity of the 
empire.

France HIM a Substitute for ttie Ilritluli 


Cat o' Nine Tails. 


Some of the French newspapers have 


been telling about the new method ot 
whipping men which had just been 
introduced experimentally into some of 
the 
penitentiaries 
and 
colonies 
of 


France. 
The instrument 
bears 
the 


pleasing name of "the electric cat," and 
3'Electrician expresses the 
scientific 


opinion that it is a great improvement 
upon the Russian knout and the cat o' 
nine tails, which, it says, still unfor- 
tunately figures in many penal colo- 
nies and in the penitentiaries ot so- 
called civilized states. 
The 
method 


ot this new whipping machine is very 
simple and business-like. 
The culprit 


who has been sentenced to undergo the 
lash is tied to a post in the usual man- 
ner. 
Behind him is a wheel driven by 


an electric motor, which goes round 
•with a velocity that is unpleasant for 
•the victim. 
The velocity may be regu- 


lated, however, according to the sever- 
ity of the trouncing -to be adminis- 
tered. Attached to one of the spokes 
is a whip which swings around 
the 


circle and the culprit is placed at such 
an angle with reference to the instru- 
ment of flagellation that every time it 
cornea around it nips him squarely on 
the back. 
It is claimed for the new- 


invention that it dispenses justice im- 
partially and equally.
